VICTORIA  li. 

AVukrkas  We  are  happily  at  Peace  with  all  Sove- 
reigns, Powers,  and  Stares: 

And  whereas,  notwithstanding  Our  utmost  exertions 
to  preserve  peace  hetw'een  all  Sovereign  Powers  and, 
States,  a state  of  war  unhajiiiily  exists  between  His 
Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all  the  J’va.ii/ix  and  His 
Majesty  the  Em]ieror  of  tlie  OUvinany^  and  hetw'cen 
their  res|)ective  subjects  and  others  inliahiting  within 
their  countries,  territories  or  dominions: 

And  whereas  we  are  on  terms  of  friendship  and 
amicable  intercourse  with  each  of  these  Sovereigns, 
and  with  (heir  several  subjects  and  others  inhabiting 
within  their  countries,  territories,  or  dominions: 

And  wdrereas  great  number--  of  our  loyal  subjects 
reside  and  carry  on  commerce,  and  possess  properly 
and  establishments,  and  enjoy  various  rights  and 
privileges,  within  the  dominions  of  each  of  the  afore- 
said Sovereigns,  protected  by  the  faith  of  treaties 
between  IJs  and  each  of  the  aforesaid  Sovereigns: 


And  whereas  AVe,  being  desirous  of  preserving  to 
Our  subjects  the  blessings  of  Peace  which  they  now 
happily  enjoy,  are  iirmly  purposed  and  determined  to 
maintain  a stiict  and  impartial  neutrality  in  the  said 
state  of  war  unhappily  existing  between  the  aforesaid 
Sovereigns: 

AVe,  therefore,  have  thought  fit,  by  and  wdth  the 
advnee  of  Our  Privy  Council,  to  issue  this  Our  Ro3ml 
Proclamation  : 


And  AVe  do  hereby  strictly  charge  and  command  all 
Our  loving  subjects  to  govern  themselves  aceordingly, 
and  to  observe  a strict  neutrality  in  and  during  the 
aforesaid  war,  and  to  abstain  from  violating  or  con- 
travening cither  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  the  Realm 
in  this  behalf,  or  the  Law  of  Nations  in  relation 
thereto,  as  they  wdll  answer  to  the  contrary  at  their 
peril. 

And  whereas  in  and  by  a certain  Statute  made  and 
passed  in  a Session  of  Parliament  holden  in  the  33rd 
and  34th  Year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled  “An  Act  to 
“regulate  the  conduct  of  Her  Majesty’s  subjects  during 
“the  existence  of  hostilities  between  foreign  states

The  Earl  of  Derby  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Admiralty. 

Foreign  Office,  Ajiril  30th,  1877. 

My  Lords,— llei’ Majesty  being  fully  determined  to 
observe  the  duties  of  neutrality  during  the  e.xi.'ting 
state  of  war  bet  ween  the  Emptn'or  of  all  the  Kussias 
and  the  Emiieror  of  the  Ottomans,  and  being  more- 
over resolved  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  use  of 
Her  Majesty’s  harbours,  jiorts,  and  coasts,  and  the 
water.-;  within  Her  Majesty’s  territorial  juri-;diction,  in 
aid  of  the  warlike  purposes  of  either  belligerent,  has 
commanded  me  to  communicate  to  your  Lordshij)s, 
for  j’our  guidance,  the  following  rules,  which  are  to 
be  treated  and  etiibrced  as  Her  jilajesty’s  orders  and 
directions: — 

Her  Majesty  is  pleased  further  to  command  that 
these  rules  shall  be  put  in  force  in  the  United  King- 
dom, the  Isle  of  Man,  and  the  Channel  Islands,  on 
and  after  the  5th  May  instant,  and  in  Her  Majesty’s 
territories  and  possessions  beyond  the  .--eas,  six  days 
after  the  day  w’hen  the  Governor,  or  other  chief 
authority  of  each  cf  such  territories  or  possessions  res- 
pectively, shall  have  notified  and  ]niblished  the  same; 
stating  in  such  Notification  that  the  said  rules  are  to 
be  obeyed  by  all  persons  within  the  same  territories 
and  possessions. 

1.  During  the  continuance  of  the  present  state  of 
war,  all  ships  of  war,  of  either  belligerent  are  pro- 
hibited from  making  use  of  any  jiort  or  roadstead  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Isleof  Man,  or  the  Channel 
Islands,  or  in  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  Colonies  or 
foreign  possessions  or  dependencies,  or  of  any  waters 
subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  British 
Crown,  as  a station,  or  j)lace  of  resort,  for  any  war- 
like purpose,  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  any 
facilities  of  warlike  equipment;  and  no  ship  of  war  of 
either  belligerent  shall  hereafter  be  permitted  to  sail 
out  of  or  leave  any  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  subject 
to  British  jurisdiction,  from  which  any  vessel  of  the 
other  belligerent  (whether  the  same  shall  bo  a ship  of 
war  or  a merchant  ship)  shall  have  previously  dei^art- 
ed,  until  after  the  expiration  of,  at  least,  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  departure  of  such  last-mentioned 
vessel  beyond  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her 
Majesty. 

2.  If  any  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall, 
after  the  time  when  this  Order  shall  be  first  notified 
and  put  in  force  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  I.sle  of 
Man,  and  the  Channel  Islands,  and  in  the  several 
Colonies  and  foreign  possessions  and  dependencies  of 
Her  Majesty  respectively,  enter  any  port,  roadstead, 
or  waters  belonging  to  Her  Majesty,  cither  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  the  Channel 
Islands,  or  in  any  of  Her  Majesty’s  Colonies  or 
foreign  possessions  or  dependencies,  such  vessel  sliall 
be  required  to  depart  and  put  to  sea  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  her  entrance  into  such  port,  road- 
stead, or  w'aters,  except  in  case  of  stress  of  weather,  or 
of  her  requiring  provisions  or  things  necessary  for  the 
subsistence  of  her  crew,  or  repairs;  in  either  of  which 
cases  the  authorities  of  the  j.iort,  or  of  the  nearest  port 
(as  the  case  may  be),  shall  require  her  to  put  to  sea 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  such  period 
of  twenty-four  hours,  without  permitting  her  to  take 
in  supplies  beyond  what  may  be  necessary  for  her 
immediate  use;  and  no  such  vessel  which  may  have 
been  allowed  to  remain  within  British  waters  for  the 
purpose  of  repair  shall  continue  in  any  such  port, 
roadstead,  or  waters,  for  a longer  period  than  twenty- 
four  hours  after  her  necessary  repairs  shall  have  been 
completed.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  all  cases 
in  which  there  shall  be  anj'  ve.ssel  (whether  ships  of 
war  or  merchant  ships)  of  the  said  belligerent  parties 
in  the  same  port,  roadstead,  or  waters  within  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty,  there  shall  be 
an  interval  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  between 
the  departure  therefrom  of  any  such  vessel  (whether 
* ship  of  war  or  merchant  ship)  of  the  one  belligerent.

of  war  of  the  other  belligerent;  and  the  time  lioreby 
limited  for  the  depai  turo  ol'  such  ships  of  war  respec- 
tively shall  always,  in  ca-;e  of  necessity,  bn  (ixtended 
so  far  as  may  he  requisite  for  giving  (.-ffijct  to  this 
proviso,  but  no  further  or  otherwi.sO. 

3.  No  ship  of  war  of  either  belligerent  shall  here- 
after be  permitted,  while  in  aiiy  ])ort,  roadstead,  or 
waters  subject  to • the  territorial  juri;diction  of  Her 
Majesty,  to  take  in  any  supj>lies,  except  jirovisions 
and  such  other  things  as  may  be  roqui-ite  for  the 
subsistence  of  her  crew,  and  except  so  much  coal  only 
as  may  he  sufficient  to  carry  such  vessel  to  the  nearest 
port  of  her  own  country,  or  to  some  nearer  destination, 
and  no  coal  shall  again  be  sujiplied  to  any  such  ship 
of  war  in  the  same  or  any  other  ]>ort,  roadstead,  or 
waters  subject  to  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  Her 
Majesty,  without  special  permission,  until  after  the 
expiration  of  three  months  from  the  time  when  such 
coal  may  have  been  last  suiipli(!d  to  her  within  British 
waters  as  aforesaid. 

4.  Armed  ships  of  either  party  are  interdicled  from 
carrying  prizes  made  by  them  into  Ih  ■ ports, 
harbours,  road.stoads,  or  waters  of  the  United  King- 
dom, the  Isle  of  IMan,  the  ChamKil  Islands,  or  any  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Colonies  or  po.sscsssious  abroad.

Okanagan,  May  30th,  1877. 

Sir, — Having  been  instructed  by  the  Government 
to  explore  the  country  for  a new  trail  to  the  Cherry 
Creek  mines  (the  present  one  being  almo.st  im- 
j)assable  for  pack  animals,)  I took  the  opportunity 
on  arriving  there  of  personally  visiting  and  inspecting 
the  different  claims,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows: — 

That  although  there  are  now  about  fifty  men  at  the 
diggings,  including  seven  Chinamen,  it  being  so  early 
in  the  season  but  few  claims  had  commenced  to  take 
out  pay,  1 was  however  a.ssured  by  .several  parties 
that  were  ground  sluicing  and  who  had  already  made 
small  wages,  that  their  claims,  when  in  proper  work- 
ing order,  would  pay  from  four  to  ten  dollars  a day 
to  the  hand. 

Most  of  the  claims  are  situated  on  bars  or  benches  a 
few  feet  above  the  creek;  there  are  however  a number 
of  claims  recorded  on  the  hills  about  sixty  feet  above 
the  creek,  and  which  latter  claims  having  yielded  well 
last  fall  the  owners  are  sanguine  of  making  a good 
stake  this  season. 

The  Christien  Company  have  just  received  an 
hydraulic  apparatus  from  Victoria  and  expect  to  take 
out  pay  in  about  a month. 

The  Schneider  Company  on  the  hill  (adjoining  the 
claims  of  the  Christien  Bros. ) are  ground  sluicing  in- 
tending to  wash  up  in  a few  days. 

John  Thornton  has  recorded  a claim  on  a small 
cfcck  emptying  into  Cherry  Creek  with  a prospect  of 
making  four  or  five  dollars  a day. 

About  two  miles  above  the  claims  of  Christien  and 
Schneider,  two  Americans,  Busey  and  Thorpe,  are 
ground  sluicing  and  took  out  over  one  hundred 
dollars  a piece  for  ten  days’  work  the  week  before  my 
arrival. 

Adjoining  them  are  the  Baldwin  Company  of  four 
men  who  were  making  a ditch  about  one  mile  in 
length  for  bringing  water  on  to  their  ground.  Above 
this  claim,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek,  is  the 
Hayborne  Company  of  four  men,  who  have  been 
making  fair  wages  on  a small  bar,  but  which  being 
nearly  worked  out  they  have  again  recorded  claims 
immediately  opposite.  A large  proportion  of  the 
miners  are  either  clearing  their  ground  of  timber, 
bringing  in  water,  or  sawing  lumber,  and  under  these 
circumstances  it  is  impossible  for  mo,  at  present,  to 
form  any  accurate  opinion  of  how  these  mines  will 
eventually  turn  out. 

There  are  now  twenty-two  claims  recorded  on  th* 
creek  extending  for  a di.stanceof  over  three  miles,  and 
it  is  the  intention  of  several  old  miners  to  pioceed  to 
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the  head  of  the  creek  for  the  purpose  of  i)rosi)ecting  as
